OTTAWA, April 2.—In the Ottawa 
House this afternoon, Charles R, Har- 
rison, labor member for Nipissing, 
moved a resolution calling upon the 
government to develop the French 
river for navigation and power pur- 
poses.

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The Mayor and the Cabarets. 


Mayor Clarke thinks the W.C.T. 
U. delegation that waited upon 
him was ‘‘ill-advised’’ and not *‘in 
earnest,’’ in coming to the coun- 
cil and asking for a change in the 
by-law licensing—and it is to be 
presumed — regulating cabarets. 
Perhaps the Mayor is right, and 
then again, perhaps he isn’t. The 
ladies of the W.C.T.U. are the best 
judges of that. But surely the 
members of the W.C.T.U. are with- 
in their rights as citizens and vot- 
ers in waiting upon their repre- 
sentatives in the city council and 
asking for the amendment of a 
city by-law for specific reasons 
definitely stated. In his sugges- 
tion that the ladies should apply 
‘to the police commission for the 
arrest of prostitutes employed in 
cabarets, the Mayor has missed 
the point of the request made. 
The delegation asked for the ex- 
clusion of girls from cabarets not 
because they were prostitutes, but 
because of the alleged danger of 
their reaching that condition 
when subject to the surroundings 
and influences of the cabarets. If 
the cabarets are in such condition 
as to call for police intervention, 
as the Mayor suggests, most citi- 
zens will agree that the cabaret 
by-law should be amended as the 
delegation requested ; unless these 
places are intended to be used as 
recruiting grounds of infamy. 


Times Have Changed. 


Times surely do change. In 1911 

the country was stampeded by the 
slogan ‘‘No truck or trade with 
the Yankees.’’ We were particn- 
larly warned that if we traded 
with the Yankees our railways 
would have to run into the States 
and the purpose of linking Canada 
together from east to west by 
transcontinental railways would 
be lost.

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Free Trade in Medicine. |

In Wednesday morning’s Bulle- 
in appears as an advertisement an 
ppeal to the provincial authori- 
ies and the public for medical 
ree trade. ‘That is for the unre- 


tricted and unregulated practice 
of medicine with the removal of 
ompulsion in regard to vaccina- 
ion They demand that the state 


i ‘*medicine”’ 


shall ‘‘deal solely with preventive 
‘and not with curative measures.’’ 

If the result of the appeal was 
likely to be greater activity to- 
wards ‘‘public sanitation’’ it could 
be most heartily endorsed. But un- 
fortunately that is not its chief 
purpose and is not likely to be 
its chief result. 

While declaring for ‘‘Free 
“Trade and Free Thought in 
the 
asks : ‘‘ How is a ministry of health 
“likely to regulate and critically 
‘‘control the behavior of the me- 
‘‘dical profession’’ if it is itself 
“‘eontrolled by the profession.”’ 
The point as stated, is well taken, 
but is absolutely contradictory to 
the ideal of ‘‘free trade in medi- 
cine,’’ for which the memorialists 
declare. There cannot be ‘‘free 
trade’’ and ‘‘critical control’’ at 
the same time. So far as the Bulle: 
tin is concerned it is for regulation 
and critical control by proper gov- 
ernmental authority, and against 
“free trade in medicine.’’ 

The public will be excused for 
believing that if there should be 
regulation and critical control of 
any profession that profession is 
medicine, It is a fact—as the me- 
morialists suggest—that govern- 
mental control has in too large 
measure been passed on by the 
authorities to the profession itself. 
So that today the members of the 
profession and not the legislature 
in effect exercise whatever mea- 
sure of control there is. 
wrong, and should be changed. 
But the existence of that wrong 
is an argument not for ‘‘free trade 
in medicine’’ but for ‘‘more effec- 
tive regulation and critical con- 
trol of ihe behavior of the medical 
profession’? by the ministry of 
health. Because governmental au- 
thority has in large part been 
handed over to the organized me- 
dical profession is not a reason 
why the government should abdi- 
cate all authority; but rather why 
it should restime the measure of 
authority that it has abdicated, 
and institute regulation and criti- 
cal control of the behavior of the 
medical profession in the interests 
of the community as suggested by 
the memorialists. 

The medical profession deals 


with the lives of the people. It is} 


unthinkable that in a modern civ- 
ilized state those who deal with 
lives should not be held responsi- 


ble for their actions. That is the| 


purpose of governmental regula. 
tion of the medical profession. And 
however far the practice has 
travelled beyond, or fallen short, 
that purpose is still well within 
the proper functions of govern. 
ment. 

The memorialists protest against 


the grant of public money for the | 


supply of curative sera for small- 
pox, diphtheria, typhoid, tubercu- 
losis, venereal disease, etc. If vac. 
cination is a preventive of small- 
pox, diphtheria, or typhoid, thera 
seems to be every reason why that 
fact should be recognized and the 
provision of vaccine be included 
in the ‘‘preventive’’ measures 
which the memorialists recognize 
as the proper duty of the govern- 
ment. The objections of the me- 
morialists are evidently based on 
their disbelief in the effectiveness 
of these vaccines. Why ihe view 
should be taken that smallpox, for 
instance, cannot be prevented by 
vaccination it is difficult for the 
ordinary person to see. It is well 
established that an attack of 
smallpox makes a person immune 
from future attack. If the actual 
disease will give actual immunity, 
it seems reasonable that an incipi- 
ent case of the disease, such as is 
induced by vaccination, will give a 
substantial measure of immunity. 
That is the theory, and in this 
case it has the advantage of being 
borne out by the facts. Diphthcria 
and typhoid are of course in a dif- 
ferent class. But practice has de- 
monstrated in both cases beyond 
argument the benefits of vaccina- 
tion. It is the privilege of the me- 
morialists to say: ‘‘We don’t be- 
lieve it.’’ But on the other hand 
it is the responsibility of every 
government to take such measures 
as it may for the welfare of the 
people, to make such regulations 
as are necessary, and enforce them 
by such means as may be required. 
Disease breeds disease. Smith has 
a right to the protection of the 
government against the disease 
suffered by Jones, Jones has not 
the right to say: ‘‘If I have small- 
pox or diphtheria or typhoid that 
is my business only.’’ It is the duty 
of the government to step in and 
say to Jones: ‘‘You have not the 
right to so conduct yourself as to 
put Smith in danger of this dis- 
ease, and you must do thus and so 


in the interests of Smith.’’ That is | 


the law of quarantine—recognized 
all over the civilized world, And 
if the government's duty is to take 
such arbitrary action—and it is— 
it is not less but more its duty to 
assist in providing such preventive 
or curative means and measures as 
are reasonably within reach at the 
public expense.

I am sure 
f they devote the same attention to a 
proper consideration of this question 
as they are apparently devoting to- 
wards devising ways and means of 
keeping the present government in 
power and apparently endeavoring to 
}establish @ new party at Ottawa, I be- 
jtieve results will be obtained. ‘The 
Union government was elected to 
carry out Canada’s wer policies, and 
not for the purpose of making a new 
political party. 

Watch Tariff and Watch Franchise, 

Despite any attempt that may have 
been or may later be made to create 
an impression to the contrary, 1 am 
convinced that the present session of 
the Federal parliament is a most im- 
portant one for the people of the West 
and that the action or inaction of the 
government im relation to the tariff 
during this session will mean much 
for the future of our people for many 
years to come, If the “reconstruction” 
about which so much is being suid 
and which is already under way, is 
not baged upon a jow tariff from the 
ground up, we may as well say ‘good- 
bye” to all our hopes and turn our at. 
tention to other matters. If I am 
right, then the question is: What is 
about to occur at Ottawa? Will the 
representatives of Saskatchewan prove 
true to the confidence placed in them 
by our people or will they display 
more zeal in eaving and perpetuating 
Union government? All eyes are fixed 
on Ottawa, developments are eagerly 
watched for and much speculation ‘'s 
indulged in as to the decision of par- 
Nament. Some of the rumors that 
reach our ears are of a most disquiet- 
ing nature. Thus, some who believe 
they know, tell me that a bargain may 
be negotiated between the government 
and some at least of your representa- 
tives which if consummated will con- 
stitute nothing less than a betrayal of 
the West. There is taik of the govern- 
ment announcing the withdrawal of 
the special war duty of 7 1-2 per cent. 
and the appointment of a commission 
to inquire into and report upon the 
tariff for possible action some time— 
likely when It is too late. And on the 
other hand to those of our members 
who may be weak enough to agree to 
this subterfuge, the assurance is to be 
given of the enactment of an election 
law that will ensure their re-election, 
by means of a specially designed elec- 
tion machinery and otherwise despite 
the indignation of the majority of our 
people. Some of the representatives 
of Saskatchewan with whom I am ac- 
quainted will, I know, refuse to par- 
ticipate in any such bargain. But the 
time of testing will soon come, and to 
all who have the interests of Western 
Canada at heart, I say, watch the 
tariff and watch the f--nchise!

The Canadian manufacturers claim that farmers west of

do the farmers in any other country in the world. 


For comparison, the binder has been considered because it 
fs a fairly standardized implement. In the case of drills, mowers 
and certain other farm machinery there is a wide difference in 
the products of various manufacturers, and price com- 
paren are apt to be misleading. Comparison is possible, 

owever, between the prices of wagons. The inquiry made by 
the Canadian Reconstruction Association, and supported by 
ectual orders, seems to show that a purchaser in Southern 
Manitoba pays $163.50 (one payment, retail price) for a 3%4- 
inch arm, 3-inch tire, Canadian-made wagon, complete with 
@eat and box, while a farmer at Devil's Lake, North Dakota, 
has to pay for a comparable wagon $170.00. The price at Havre, 
Montana, appears to be $185.00, as compared with $168.00 at 
Maple Creek, or any other point in Southwestern Saskatchewan. 


The executives of Canadian implement companies state that 
they have not at any time sold farm machinery at a lower price 
in. the foreign than in the domestic market, under similar 
cenditions and when the difference in cost of transpor- 
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tation is taken Into account. On that proportion of their 
output which is sold abroad, Canadian manufacturers are 
entitled to a rebate of 99 per cent. of the duty which they 
have paid on materials entering into their products. It is 
claimed that the United States and Canada are the lowest-cost 
producers. of agricultural machinery in the world. These two 
countries have an advantage over domestic producers in foreign 
markets. Competition is less keen and prices are higher than 
are prices in Canada. Government reports show that during 
the war overseas prices in Great Britain, France, Australia, 
Argentina and elsewhere have been much higher than those 
obtaining in this country. 


The tariff on agricultural implements yields about three 
million dollars revenue annually to the Dominion Treasury— 
income which should have to be made up in some other way if 
the duties were removed. Besides, there is the revenue from 
customs duty paid by the farm implement manufacturers on im- 
ported machinery and materials. In addition, the farm implement 
industry in Canada, through taxes and otherwise, helps to sup- 
port provincial and municipal services and provides a consider- 
able market for the products of a large number of other Can- 
adian interests. The tariff duty,—in the case of binders, mowers 
and reapers now only 12% per cent. of the Customs valuation, 
or in reality not more than 10 per cent. of the retail selling 
price,—helps to retain the market for Canadian manufacturers, 
enabling them to produce in larger quantities and at lower unit 
cost. The annual wage and salaries bill of the agricultural 
implement industry to Canadian workers is about $20,000,000 
and close to 100,000 persons are depefident upon this income 
for their livelihood. Through other local industries, from whom 


the agricultural implement companies purchase materials of 
various kinds, the interests of many thousands of additional 
workers are involved. 


If, by abandonment of the Canadian tariff duties, the United 
States manufacturers of farm machinery were enabled to capture 
a larger part of the Dominion market, it is said that serious 
harm might be done to the Canadian industry and the foreign 
manufacturers might then exploit the Canadian grain growers 
by charging higher prices, on account of there being little or no 
competition from domestic producers. 


Before removing or lowering the duty, it is desirable that 
Parliament and the public should have definite information as 
to whether or not the present duty more than compensates for 
the higher costs resulting from the geographical situation and 
other factors over which the Canadian manufacturers of farm 
machinery have no control. They also should know whether 
the Canadian farmer could obtain any lasting advantage from 
removal or modification of the present duty. Who pays the 
duty? Does the tariff help to retain the Canadian market for 
Canadian-made implements, thus contributing to a lower unit 
cost of production and at the same time providing employment 
at good wages for Canadian workers and a market for the pro- 
ducts of other Canadian industries? Have the manufacturers of 
implements taken any undue advantage of the tariff to charge 
excessive prices ? uestions should be studied and 
answered. Until they can be answered and until the tariff 
problem can be considered in its entirety, there is reason to 
suggest that the demand for removal of the dutics on agricul- 
tural implements be deferred.

Evidence Given by F. G. Forster 


A. G. Browning Denies He Had Been Consulted as_ to 
Bringing in of Liquor by Nat Bell—Thirty-four Bar- 


rels Were Partly Unloaded When Provincial «Police. 


Were Informed. 


To the public accounts committee, 
Deputy Attorney-General A G 
Browning declared positively Wednes. 
day morning that he had never been 
consulted by F. G. Forster, lately 
chief inspector, as to the bringing in 
of a carload of alcohol by Nat Bell, 
and from which Mr. Forster purchas- 
ed nine barrels for the government li- 
quor store. In his evidence before 
the committee Tuesday, Mr. Forster 
said the transaction had been carried 
out after he had consulted with and 
received advice from Mr, Browning. 

In addition to examining Mr 
Browning in regard to the Bell ship- 
ment into the province on November 


bth, 1918, the committee heard evid- 
ence from Superintendent Ww Cc. | 
Bryan of the provincial police, who 
corroborated statements of Mr 


Browning in which it was sho-wn that 
the carload of 34 barrels of alcohol 
reached Edmonton and wa partly 
unloaded before the provincial police 
were notified of the shipment having 
been made, 
The bill of lading was another} 
strong reflection on the evidence of | 
Mr. Forster that he did not know to} 
whom the liquor was consigned upon 
its shipment from the Nat Bell ware- 
house in Saskatoon, This bill show- 
ed that the G. T. P. car left Saskatoon 
consigned te the Inland Revenue de- 
partment at Edmonton, with inetruc- 


tions to “notify F. G. Forster, chief 
license inspector.’ The evidence of 
Superintendent Bryan was positive 


on the point that this bill of lading 
practically made it impossible for the 


ear to be delivered to the Nat Bell 
company in this city without auth- 
ority and release from Mr. Forster. 
Yet the police, upon notification by 
an unknown person over the tele- 
phone on November 5th, hurried to 
the G, T. P. yards to find the car 


partly unloaddd and the alcohol de- 
posited in the warehouse of the Capi- 
tal Wine and Spirit Company in the 
Goodridge block. This being the Ed 
monton firm in which Nat Bell y 
interested. Supt, Bryan made it clear 
that while the police took prompt ac- 
tion and strict control and supervi- 
sion of the 25 barrels remaining after 
nine barrels of alcohol were deliver- 
ed to Mr. Forster, the police had nev- 
er been informed by Mr. Forster that 
the shipment was en route to Edmon-! 
ton, per his order. The whole in- 
vestigation after the arrival of the 
car-——during the time the liquor wee 
in bond until its enforced shipment 
back to Montrea!l——-was carried out on 
original instructions from the attor- 
ney-general's department 

Correspondence produced before 
the committee, involving a consider- 
able interctiange of letters between A 
G. Browning, Supt. Bryan, Colonel 
Primrose, Inspector Fisher, Nat Bell, 
and others, showed that a thorough 
investigation into the whole affair was 
carried along and that the police rig- 
idly guarded the 25 barrels of alco- 
hol while under lock in the Goodridge 
block, and that it was finaily returned 
to Montreal by Mr. Bell upon pres- 

» from the attorney-general's de- 
partment, after which Nat Bell an- 
houneed that he had closed his liquor 
Warehouse in Edmonton, as the Saska- 
toon stock had been exhausted when 
the carload of alcohol was brought to 
isdmonton, 


Another fact brought out rather 
strikingly in the evidence of Supt. 
Bryan was that the car of alcohol! 
reached Edmonton with the Inland 


Revenue seals broken, the car having 
been broken into evidently in the vi 
einity of Biggar, Sask., when at least 
two barrels of liquor disappeared 
The shipment reached Edmonton four 
barrels short, according to complaints 
made to the police by Mr. Bell No 
trace had been obtainable of the miss- 
ing barrels in this province, 

A. G. Browning, under cross-exam 
ination by Hon, A. G. MacKay, denied 
that Mr, Forster had obtained his ad- 
vice on the purchase of alcohol from 
Nat Bell, He suid Mr, Forster men- 
tioned to him that such an order was 
being placed. Shortly after informa- 
tion reached the attorney yveneral's 
department that a car load of Liquor 
was coming in to Nat Bell and upon 
instructions from Hon. J. R. Boyle he 
at once notified the superintendent of 
provincial police, both by telephone | 
and by letter. The attorney general

had stated that a portion of the ship- 
ment was belng taken by Mr. Forster 
for the vendor’s store and that the re 
mainder of the car load must be selz- 
ed and guarded by the police. 

Other Correspondence Read, 


A series of subsequent correspond- 
ence was read by Mr, Mackay, rang- 
ing from a report of Inspector Fisher, 
of the A, P. P., about finding the 25 
barrels of alcohol in the Nat Beil 
warehouse, to the correspondence be- 
tween Col, Primrose, then 
of the provincial police commission, 
and Supt. Bryan, of the A, P. P. 
police had placed the entire consign- 
ment in Bell's warehouse under spec- 
jal lock and the seizure was inspected 
aimost daily, Acting under instruc 
tlon from Hon, Mr. Boyle the deputy 
attorney-general notified Mr, Bell that 


the liquor could not remain in the pro- | 


vince and that after certain corres- 
pondence the police saw the liquor 
again sealed in a G, T, P. car and

Bryan asking for 
a full explanation of the affair, Chair- | 
man P, H. C. Primrose, of the police 
commission, expressed the opinion 
that the transaction had a “fishy” 
look, He asked for an explanation as | 
to why liquor for Nat Bell came in|! 
consigned to F. G. Forster, at the gov- 
ernment warehouse, this matter hav- 
ing been mentioned to him by Hon, | 
J. R. Boyle, in which the attorney- 
general asked for a complete report. | 
Col. Primrose said he understood Mr. | 
Forster did not report to the police 
shipments of liquor brought in under 
Forster's order, 

Supt. Bryan, in reply, pointed out 
that Col. Primrose had already been 
placed in possession of the facts of the 
case, and that if the expression 
“fishy” referred in any way to the 
conduct of the police in the incident 
it was resented, inasmuch as the police 
had carried out their duties in the 
matter rigid'y and above board, The 
liquor had been shipped to Montreal 
on January 9th. Supt. Bryan had also | 
recalled that in a conversation with | 
chairman respecting the Bell 
shipment it was remarked as strange 
that Mr, Forster should not notify the 
police about such a large consignment 
of liquor coming in an irregular way, | 
and that it was thought somewhat of | 
a coincidence that Mr. Forster's res- | 
ignation should take place within a 
day after the arrival of the liquor in | 
the city. { 

Identifies Bill of Lading, 

In response to A. F, Ewing, Supt. 
Bryan identified the bill of lading upon 
which the liquor came through to Ed- 
monton, being made out at Saskatoon | 
with instructions to ship through the 
inland revenue department and to 
notifv F. G. Forster, This meant that 
Mr. Forster was the party to release 
the car to Mr, Bell.
